changes, as the charter, even, in the 
extremely remote possibility of it 
carrying, will not be in effect for 
scarce a year when it will itaelf be 
Dipped by a new general law. 


TIME IS UP. 


There has been some insistence on 


the part of some able and otber elo- 
quent gentlemen, that the new char- 
ier would reduce city expenses. We 
iave waited long and with the most 
commendable patience for these same 
gentlemen to show us how and where 
*hey and the charter are goiag to do 
such great things. Time is up; they 
aotj&t 
at once file a bill of partic- 


ulars, stating fully, freely and ex- 
plicitly where they are going to give 
as cheaper rule. We will say right 
here we are fully satisfied they cannot 
aoake the showing. Any price that 
takes away the right of the people to 
govern themselves is too dear. 


A GOOD THOUGHT. 


Tuesday evening, In The Times 


office, Mr. Martin Linck, in discus- 
sing the ripper bill, to which he is 
strongly opposed, advanced an idea 
that seems'to us to be particularly 
strong in its application to this meas- 
ure. Mr. Linck said,: ."I.can-n 
understand how any man, who came 
\~-'••>' * 
* • 
from the old country can vote for the 
ripper, .We came to America because 
we could not have a share in self- 
government. 
We voted for a. few lit- 


tle local officers over there who were 
controlled by some favorite of the 
king and all our grievance was that 
.we really had nothing to say about 
bur own-government. Do you not 
see we are going back to the very 
tiling we left our native land for? 
We are putting the power of appoint- 
ing the managers of our city affairs 
in the hands of one man, who will be 
our ruler, and we can not say whether 
he. shall be elected or: not, and we 
really can not get rid of his fellows 
when we want to. Every travelin 
man I see from one of these rippe 
cities tells me the people are furious 
against the thing." 


The chief danger in "the federal 


system" is that it centralizes powei 
in the hands of a few and leaves no 
effective check upon its encroach- 
ments in the hands of the many. He- 
publics have always .fallen: because, 
by .various pretexts, people were be- 
guiled into'giving'this or that author- 
ity to an individual and by degrees 
direct responsibility to them in gov- 
erning was filched from 
them. 
No 


people ever fell from freedom to serf- 
dom at one fell step 
They gave up 


their rights piece-meal and suffered 
gradual encroachments upon their 
liberties. They began by admitting 
they were not fit to govern them- 
selves and turning the job over to 
selfish and 
ambitious individuals. 


The end in subjection might have 
been long delayed, but it was only 
a question of time.

WORSE THAN SODOM. 


.Having proclaimed to the world, that 
this flourishing city is 
bankrupt

its yesterday's issue: "No man is 
disfranchised ^because the board of 
affairs is appointed instead of elected. 
1C the board were elected, all candi- 
dates for places upon it would bo 
tempted to promise jobs right and 
^efb." 


In what political waters has been 


regenerated the probate judge, who 
would have the appointing of the 
board of affairs, that he is not sub- 
ject to temptation? 
What shield 


protects him that he would not have 
to secure promises from 
his 
ap- 


gointees to secure his election? So 
is it, not palpable truth to all that if 
Ihe people of the city cannot elect 
auee safe and sound men to office 
they cannot, even with the consent 
and approval of the county, elect 
grobate judge, who will appoint these 
same men without fear, favor or par- 
tiality? There is no special sanctity 
guarding the office of probate judge 
ttat make* ita Incumbent less liable 


A BUSINESS PROPOSITION. 


It is a frequent claim that alt the 


business men are for the 
special 


charter. 
The statement Is not by 


any means accurate, as a large num- 
ber of very substantial and successful 
business men are opposed t.o 
the 


measure. 
But that is neither here 


nor. there. Let us admit for the time 
being that all the business men are 
for the bill and ask what good reason 
they have for favoring it. 
. 


Supposing a merchant is doing a 


business not altogether satisfactory. 
Naturally he would deal re a change. 
What sort of a change would he 
make? 
Would he enter upon ap ex 


periment that otber merchants had 
found unprofitable? Especially would 
he do that with the certain knowl- 
edge that in a year's time he would 
have no other alternative than to 
abandon that experiment and begin 
trade upon entirely new lines? 


Most assuredly not. 
Yet this is the very course that 


those business men who favor the 
special charter propose to have Ports- 
mouth enter upon. 


The plan of special charters has 


proved 
not 
only unsatisfactory 


wherever tired but actually unsuc- 
cessful. If Portsmouth, notwithstand- 
ing this fact, should resolve to try 
the experiment aha would do so with 
the absolute certainty that she would 
have to adopt an entirely new form 
of government in about a year. In 
that time the charter could not do 
any material good; it might do last- 
ing damage. 


A new law for [the government of 


municipalities will be passed by the 
next legislature. It will not bear

Eight, above the roar of the train 
could be heard the rattle of the fire- 
arms. When the train came to a stand- 
still, the negroes saw 200 heavily arm- 
sd men, who commanded them to keep 
quiet.

To those who proved to be 
fractious cracked heads were admin- 
istered.

Conse- 
quently there is no present purpose of 
replacing the volunteers with regular 
troops, but such a course of action will 
be taken only if it becomes necessary 
for the execution of the administra- 
tive policy. 


The Second United States regular in- 


fantry has been at Anniston, Ala., for 
several weeks under orders to proceed 
to Cuba, and it is expected that the 
regiment will make the trip in a short 
time. 
So far 
as known, no other 


troops are intended for service on the 
island during the coming summer. But 
one or two artillery regiments will be 
held in reserve at points on the At- 
lantic coast for such service.
